Reference is nade to my memoranda* to you datud iecamb^r 31, 1% <1, inst¬ 
ructing you to institute a vigorous investigation of tills woman in an effort to 
determine if ah# is still onga rod »in activities »s a bovlot iiaplonage Agent. The 
following additional information is buin£ submitted to yen which should be the 
subject of Immediate end exhaustive investif-’tive attention. Tha parson who re¬ 
cruited 3ins, (Judith Coplon), was one 'ore (code none), who, in Geeember 1944, wn* 
apparently working for the Government and was considering transferrin/ to the State 
iepartwsnt, OSS or some other analogous aroncy. It was stated that the a/tmey where 
lore was employed would ceaae ite independent operation in one half year. Another 
message mentions her mother and stepfather who were listed as haring been active in 
the progressive movement, apparently meaning the Communist aovaasnt. An immediate 
attest should be made through «p' ropriate sources to determine what arena/ or e/encies 
intended to oeese Independent operations 6 months after December, 1944. In the 
Investigation of Judith CopIon's woman associates, consideration aho id be given to 
determining h t -ovemaont agencies they have been employed by and whether any has 
a stepfather, which you realize is the only identifying information we have concerning 
.‘ora. iou will also note, however, that Judith Coplon was living in tiam fork City 
prior to her transfer to n&shin#ton, S. C. Thoreforv, it aifiit be assumed that .ore 
was also working for a Government a anay in Km Tork City although this is not con- be 
elusive. b7c
